THE SCHOOL AMENDMENT. 
The voters of Missouri should 
see that the coustitutional amend­ 
ment dealing with the public school 
fund is adopted. 
Here are some 
facts, compiled by a prominent ed- 
ncator, which the friends of 
the 
public 
schools 
should 
keep 
in 
mind: 


sessed 
valuation and 
enumerates 
75<x> children. 
She pays $¡6oo in 
and draws $9000 out. 
Taney county has about $1, 200, - 
000 
assessed valuation and 3500 
enumerated. 
She pays $840 and 
draws out $4200. 
Is there any better proof that the 
present investment of school funds 
is wise and that M is so u ri ta x e s cor­ 
porations and other public privi­ 
leges? 
Should the amendment be not 
adopted, 
the 
present 
state 
tax 
rate of 25 cents will continue for 
about five years until the certifi­ 
cates of indebtedness have 
been 
fully paid. 
It will then be reduced 
to 15 cents. 
It would take just 
twenty years more to save the ex­ 
cess paid in by not reducing to 17 
cents at once. 
This 8 cent levy, the difference 
between the present 25 cent levy 
and the proposed 17 cent levy, will 
be collected from the people and 
invested in 
United States bonds 
bearing a low rate oi interest for 
which a premium must be paid, re­ 
ducing the amount to be 
appor­ 
tioned about iS cents per child per 
annum ; a reducción for the average 
district, $10 30; for DeSoto, I360; 
for Brookfield, $270; for Spring­ 
field, $1, 750 ; forTaneycounty, $630. 
To replace this there must be from 
2 cents to 6 cents increase in the 
local levy. 
W hy not save the 8 
cent and continue the 2 cent and 
let cojrporations help to support the 
schools? 
W hich 
are 
you 
most 
interested in— corporations or pub­ 
lic schools t 


About one-fourth of the money 
spent 
for 
teachers’ salaries now 
comes from the state treasury. 
Every taxpayer in the state now 
pays 15 cents on the $100 for state 
revenue 
purposes, 
one-third 
of 
which becomes a part of the state 
school money. 
Every taxpayer pays 10 cents on 
the $100 into the state interest and 
sinking fund. 
It takes 
about 2 
cents of this to pay the interest on 
the 
“ school 
certificates. ” 
The 
other 8 cents is used in paying the 
interest on the outstanding bonds 
of the state and in redeeming the 
bends. 
This 8 cents will not be 
needed for that purpose after this 
year, because all the bonds of the 
state except the school certificates 
will be paid. 
Should the proposed amendment 
be adopted the 8 cent levy will 
cease and the total state levy will 
be 17 cents instead of 25 cents as 
at present. 
Ten cents of this will 
be used to support the state gov­ 
ernment, including all of its state 
and eleemosynary institutions. The 
other 7 cents will be apportiomed 
from the state treasury for teach­ 
ers’ salaries as at present. 
If you want to know what part 
corporations contribute to your dis­ 
trict on account of state levy, find 
what 7 cents on the |io o assessed 
valuation amounts to, which is the 
amount your district pays into the 
state treasury for school purposes. 
Then multiply $1.30 by the enum 
eration of the district, which gives 
the amount received from the state 
treasury. 
The average district has $30,000 
assessed valuation and enumerates 
sixty children. 
It pays $21 into 
the state treasury for school pur­ 
poses and draws state moneys to 
the amount of ^72. 
The city of De Soto has about 
one million assessed valuation and 
two thousand children. 
She pays 
$700 state school tax and draws 
$2400 for teachers’ salaries. 
Brookfield 
has $1,200,000 
as­ 
sessed valuation and 
enumerates 
1500 children. 
She pays $840 in 
and draws $x8oo out, 
Springfield has eight million as­

Alleged Scheme to Involve Estate in 
Litigation for the Benefit of 
Uninterested Parties. 


C o l o r a d o Sp r i n g s , Col., Sept. 
30.— Counsel for the executors in 
the already famous litigation over 
the estate of the Jate W. S. Strat­ 
ton yesterday afternoon took a step 
^ that is in all respects the most sen- 


'{ sational yet taken in the contro­ 
versy. 


Formal charges of conspiracy to 
involve the Stratton estate in liti­ 
gation for the profit of persons in 
no way interested in tbe estate are 
brought 
against 
Messrs. 
H. M. 
Blackmer and C. C. Hamlin, two 
of the administrators to collect ap­ 
pointed by Judge Orr. 


Blackmer is declared to have al­ 
ready pot up considerable money 
of his own in an effort to carry out 
the terms of a deliberate and fraud­ 
ulent conspiracy entered into with 
a view to speculating upon the will 
of the estate. 
A charge is made that the court 
itself, the 
judge 
of 
which 
is a 
brother-in-law of O. P. Grimes, 
the third administrator to collect, 
has shown itself biaiei and pre­ 
judiced and grossly imposed upon, 


and the demand is made that the 
litigation be taken out of this court 
and transferred to the district court 
of ElPaso county. 


The charges are made in the na­ 
ture of an answer to the petition of 
the administrators to collect, as a 
result of which citations to appear 
in tbe county court at 9 o’clock to­ 
day and show cause for their re­ 
fusal to recognize the administra­ 
tors to collect, were issued on Sat­ 
urday. 
Messrs. Tyson S. Dines, of Den­ 
ver ; D. H. Rice and Charles S. 
Chamberlain, of this city, executors 
named in the will of Mr. Stratton, 
were served with 
such 
citations 
and will appear in the county court 
today. 
It is declared by their attorneys 
here that they will go to jail for 
contempt of court rather than ac­ 
cede to the order to turn over the 
affairs of Mr. Stratton to these ad­ 
ministrators. 
The answer filed further charges 
that former Gov. C. S. Thomas, of 
Denver, is attorney for the adminis- 
tratcrs to collect appointed by the 
court and also for certain persons 
who intend and have long intended 
to bring suit against the Stratton 
estate involving practically the en­ 
tire estate. , 
The 
administrators 
to collect, 
Blackmer and Hamlin, are declared 
to be financially 
interested in a 
company which is declared to have 
entered into contracts with young 
Stratton by which they assume ail 
expenses of 
litigation, guarantee 
him the $50,000 allowed him in 
tbe will and secure tbe right to in­ 


volve the estate in litigation for 
their own profit. 
The bond in the sum of $8,000,- 
000 which was given by the ad­ 
ministrators to collect is made an 
object of 
attack. 
It is declared 
that the statutes of Colorado pro­ 
hibit any bonding company from 
writing a bond in excess of half its 
capitalization and that the aggre­ 
gate 
capitalization 
of

bonds is but $4,000,000.

Members of the legislature com­ 
plained to Lon B . W illiam s, chair­ 
man of the house committee on 
elections, and W illiam s set about 
to nod a remedy. 
Somebody suggested to him that 
If would get up a law providing 
t-faat no party could use in its name 
any part of the name of a party 
already existing or having its ticket 
hied. It would prove the right rem- 
edy. 


A t that time there was a silver 
republican party in Missouri and it 
took some conference and figuring 
to make sore that such a law would 
not do the democrats more harm 
than good. 
The bill 
was finally 
passed, some republicans voting

The body of E dw ard Chapm an,
